INSTRUCTOR 
DIES IN HI 
F1MHORSE
S. ^. Merrill, Agriculture De

partment Head, Fatally
Injured Sunday.

S. E. Merrill, head of the 

agriculture department at the 

Torrance high school, was 

fatally injured at Redondb 

Beach Sunday afternoon, 
.when he fell from the back of a 
horse and struck his head 
against a curb. MerrlU received 
a basal skull fracture, from 
which, he died soon after he had 
been taken to the Hermosa- 
Redondo hospital. By an ironic 
Uick  oCfate, the spot where 
Merrill strucft was Jess-than_ 
foot from the end of the. curb.

Mr. Merrill, in company with 
his son John, and daughter 
Mary, had gone for a horse­ 
back ride, the two children on 
one horse, and Merrill on the 
other. According. to what could 
be learned from the children as 
to the cause of the fatal -acci­ 
dent, John whose horse was fol­ 
lowing, kicked the animal to 
bring it   alongside -the one- his 
father was riding. As this horse 
come alongside, Merrlll's horse 
also broke into a fast gait and 
the two became unmanageable. 

. After a short .distance the lit­ 
tle girl was thrown off, and 
the father called to John to 
jump. Merrill was riding with­ 
out saddle or bridle, guiding his 
idrso with a hackamore, and 
was unable to bring it under 
control. John stated that at 
this time he looked back and 
saw his father close his eyes 
and topple from the horse.

Some' motorists who had seen 
.he affair, quickly stopped at 
he scene and aided In getting 

Merrill to the hospital. Neither 
>f the children were seriously 
mrt.

The loss of this Instructor's 
services at the Torrance high 
school is almost an irreparable 
jlow, as he had placed the agri­ 
cultural department on a very 
ilgh plane and had made many 
Dlans for continuing his Inv 
irovemcnts which will be hard
r a newcomer to carry out,
